Dr. Mérrenda testified that, 
after hearing the results of the 
autopsy, he believed that death re- 
sulted from shock,caused by mas- 
sive multiple injuries, and not as 
a result of the bullet wound. He 
described the bullet wound, which 
he said he believed had caused 
unconsciousness. But in view of 
the fact that no large nerves 
were severed, he did not believe 
that it was the direct cause of 
death. 

Dr. Boley told 
jury that Reardon’s chest was 
crushed. his examination reveal- 
ing six fractured ribs on the left 
side and three on the right. There 
was a large quantity of blood in 
the left plural cavity, and a teat 
in the left lung, he related. In 
addtion, there had been a hemor- 
rhage of the right kidney, and 
Reardon's facial bones were 
crushed into fragments. 

The crushed chest was suffi-

| Italy, paying for the crimes of 
Benito Mussolini and Fascism, 
|was the first to sign. Its dele- 
|gation signed sadly and silently 
at a morning session the accord 
‘reducing the fledging republic to 
\a third-rate power. The Roman- 
jilan, Bulgarian, Hungarian and 
Finnish ceremonies followed in 
that order in the afternoon. 

In all 20 Allied nations partici- 
patedg The United States had a 
| part in all the accords except that 
of Finland, with which the United 
| States never was at war. 

The treaties, when ratified, will 
‘end World War II for all the 
world except Germany, Japan, 
Austria and Korea. 

Protest by Yugoslavia. 

Yugoslavia, which will obtain a 
slice of coveted Venezia Giulia but 
not the poff"df Trieste which will 
become a free city, reversed itself 
and signed the Italian treaty aft- 
er protesting to the last against 
the boundary agreement. Until 
two days ago, Yugoslay officials 
had insisted that thtir country 
would not sign the treaty. 7 

Yugoslavia was the last Allied 
nation to sign the Italian treaty. 
Former United States Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes and Jeffer- 
son Caffery previously had signed 
for the United States. 

Contrasted to the silent de 
meanor of the Italian signatory, 
the Yugoslav Foreign Minister. 
Stanoje Simic, declared Premier 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s Russian-backed 
government was “roundly dis- 
turbed” at the treaty with Italy. 

In a statement he said Yugo-

the “demands and proposals” of 
Yugoslavia “have not been taken 
into consideration in a satisfying 
manner’ in the political, military 
and economic clauses of the 
treaty, and “above all, in its ter- 
ritorial dispositions, which deprive 
the Yugoslavs of territory etchnic- 
ally Yugoslav.”

HALF OF BRITAIN’S INDUSTRY 
CLOSED BY COAL SHORTAGE 


4,000,000 Made Idle by Drastic Cut in Elec- 
tricity—Attlee Calls for Co-operation 
in Emergency.

LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP)—Half 
of all British industry closed down 
today because of a shortage of 


coal from the socialized mines. 
Four million workers became idle, 
many going back on the dole, as 
electric service was drastically re- 


duced, 

Prime Minister Attlee told the 
House of Commons the situation 
was sO grave the emergency could 
be met only by the co-operation 
of. all parties. 

In reply, Conservative members 
shouted: “Resign, resign.” 

Before the Parliament met, Att- 
lee and his cabinet gathered at 
his unlighted Downing street res- 
idence. He scheduled a _ radio 
broadcast to the nation to night. 

Attlee told the House of Com- 
mons he could not forecast how 
soon the industrial crisis would 
end, and indicated spring might 
come before homes in the affect- 
ed areas could return to normal 
power consumption. 

“As soon as there are reason- 
able stocks (of coal) at the power 
stations,” Attlee said, “the first 
step must be to restore power for 
industry.” 

Winston Churchill, leader of the 
parliamentary opposition, joined 
Attlee in an appeal for popular 
support of the Government's dras- 
tic orders, but challenged the 
Prime Minister to full debate on 
the underlying reasons or them. 
The Labor party leaders, in a 
stormy scene, agreed to the de- 
bate. 

Attlee said “results of the first 
day’s cuts had shown an excellent 
response.”

JERUSALEM, Feb. 10 (UP)—A 
British military court sentenced 
three Irgun Zvai Leumi members 
to death today shortly after the 
Jewish Agency and. the National 
Council had rejected a British u)- 
timatum demanding co-operation 
in a fight against the’ under- 


ground. 

The death sentences and the re- 
jection of the ultimatum appeared 
certain to intensify the crisis in 
Palestine. 

It was the condemnation of Dov 
Bela Gruner, an Irgun member, 
that touched off the most recent 
wave of anti-British violence. 

The three underground men 
sentenced to death today were 
cqgnvicted by a military court of 
complicity in the flogging of a 
British major and three soldiers 
last Dec. 29. 

The rejection of the ultimatum 
came with its expiration tonight, 
a week after the British govern- 
ment called on the Jewish leader- 
ship to co-operate in rooting out 
what it called terrorism in the 
Holy Land. Respongible quarters 
had forecast that rejection would 
mean imposition of statutory mar- 
tial law on Palestine. 

At Haifa, the British yesterday 
took some 650 unauthorized Jew- 
ish immigrants to Palestine off 
a schooner and put them on a 
British transport which sailed for 
Cyprus, where the British main- 
tain internment camps for Jews 
caught trying to enter the Holy 
Land. 

One Jew was reported shot in 
the leg and several others wound- 
ed in a fight with a boarding 
party of 100 British sailors. A 
British official here said the im- 
migrants, most of them young 
and many of them women and 
girls, threw bottles and iron bars 
and the sailors used tear gas and 
warning shots.

SLUMPS, ANTIU.S. 
RIOT IN SHANGHA!

SHANGHAI, Feb. 10 (AP)—The 
shaky Chinese dollar sagged to a 
new low today, bringing what al- 
most amounted to panic to Shang- 
hai money markets and making 
it next to impossible to conduct 


business. , 

Buyers this afternoon offered 
14,500 Chinese dollars for $1 
United States, compared with an 
official rate of 3350 Chinese dol- 
lars to $1. They found no Sellers. 
Black market dealers suspended 
operations after the rate reached 
13,200 to $1 at noon. An ounce of 
gold sold for 666,600 Chinese dol- 
lars. 

Frantic Chinese beseiged gold 
and silver smiths, attempting to 
buy anything made of these met- 
als. On the stock exchange, 
shares rose 20 per cent within five 
minutes of opening. The exchange 
then closed ang the day. Regula- 
tions bar further dealings when 
quotations have risen that much, 

The new decline was attributed 
in part to weak intervention by 
the Central Bank of China, which 
unloaded only 118 ten-ounce bars 
of gold this morning and took no 
further action as currency sagged. 

Wage Increase Derhands. 

Mounting costs and demands by 
employes for wage _ increases 
hindered business, Chinese dealers 
found it impossible to deliver at 
prices arranged a few days ago. 
The Ta Chung Evening News was 
forced to suspend publication, the 
second newspaper casualty within 
a week. 

Leftist elements, trying to pro- 
mote a boycott of American goods, 
precipitated a riot that left one 
dead and nine in_ hospitals. 
Shanghai’s Mayor declared such a 
boycott would have “undesirable 
political implications.”

GUILD SAYS STERN GAVE UP 
PAPERS “FOR FINANCIAL GAIN’ 


Union Officer Tells House Committee Phila- 
delphia Record Strike May Have Been 
‘Provoked’ as Excuse for Sale. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP)— 
Sam B. Eubanks, executive vice 
president of the American News- 
paper Guild, asserted today that 
the Philadelphia Record was sus- 
pended by J. David Stern “for fi- 
nancial gain.” 

Eubanks’s testimony before the 
House Labor Committee that the 
Guild was not to blame for the 
suspension was intérrupted sharp- 
ly by Republican members, 

Representative McConnell (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said he “had always 
understood that relations between 


the Guild and Stern were excel- 
lent.” He asked why the Guild 
did not strike against the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer instead of the 
Record. 

Eubanks replied that “regard- 
less of apparent harmony there 
was a deterioration of manage- 
ment-union relationships on the 
Record and the Camden papers 
that had gone on over a consid- 
erable period of time.” 

Stern sold the Record, two Cam- 
den (N.J.) newspapers and radio 
station WCAU, Philadelphia, to 
the Philadelphia Bulletin 10 days 
ago following a deadlock with the 
Guild, a CIO affiliate, over con- 
tract negotiantions. 

Representative. Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, declared the difference 
of opinion began “way back in 
1936, when Stern first started to 
hammer editorially at Commu- 
nism.” 

“IT have no knowledge of that, 
sir,” Eubanks said. “And if you 
are suggesting editorial opposi- 
tion to Communism had anything 
to do with these negotiations, you 
are wrong. I don’t know anything 
about the editorial policy of the 
Record.”

“The Guild was not concerned 
with the editorial policies of the 
papers,” Eubanks responded. “The 
employes voted by the individual 
units affected. It was within their 
discretion.

Eubanks said in a prepared 
statement “it is not an unreason-

Eubanks said the strike, which 
started Nov. 7, was caused by re- 
fusal of the management to nego- 
tiate a new contract. He contend- 
ed the management “repeatedly 
and consistently refused to make 
any wage offer comparable to 
those of other publishers with 
whom the Guild was concluding 
contracts.”

Stern, in his announcement 
when he sold the papers, said the 
Guild had made “excessive de- 
mands” and added: 

“Guild policy has acted to re- 
strict the rights of management 
to a degree where it had become 
too great a burden to operate a 
completely independent press.” 

Eubanks called this statement 
“incomprehensible.” He said the 
charge that the Guild sought to 
interfere with management was 
“completely false” and “deliberate- 
ly calculated to mislead the pub- 
lic.” 

Tells of Radio Deal. 

Eubanks said Stern had mort- 
gaged his newspaper properties 
and used the proceeds of his 
mortgage to buy radio station 
WCAU. 

“The terms of the mortgage 
perhaps had something to do with 
his decision to sell,” Eubanks 
suggested. 

“He had the interest to pay on 
the mortgage, and had to pay 
back the principal. Perhaps he 
was interested ‘in making a profit- 
able deal to dispose of his news- 
papers and the radio station at 
one time.” 

Representative Madden (Dem.), 
Indiana, said, “Perhaps you can 
check me on this, but I thought 
I read in Time magazine that the 
estimated profit was $4,500,000 on 
the deal.” 

“Yes, I think that was the sub- 
stance of what Time said,” Eu- 
banks replied. 

The witness.said Stern’s news- 
print contracts were valuable. He 
explained they were made when 
the OPA ceiling on newsprint was 
$85 a ton, while the price now

Stern, who used perhaps 25,000 
tons a year, could buy newsprint 
at $85 and sell it at $85 or per- 
haps a price exceeding $85, a 
competitor would be well able to 
pay a handsome price for that 
privilege,” Eubanks commentea. 

Eubanks listed circulation and 
advertising figures which he said 
the management had announced.

Eubanks said if 
these figures were correct “then 
it is apparent that Mr. Stern’s 
properties had not sustained fatal 
economic damage from the strike.® 

At another point he said Stern’s 
“burdens no doubt were increased 
by the pressure of the Guild 
strike,” but that at no time was 
the Guild unwilling to compro- 
mise its demands.

FUND SHORTAGE 


Ex-Sergeant-at-Arms Ac- 


cused of Falsifying Fig- 
ures to Hide Deficit of 
$143,863. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 (AP) 
— Kenneth Romney, former ser- 
geant at arms of the House. was 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
today on charges of concealing 
a $143,863 shortage in the accounts 
of his office. 

Romney served as sergeant 
arms from 1932 until this Jan. 1 
when Republicans took control of 
Congress from the Democrats. He 
Ly William Rus- 
sell, a Republican. 

The grand jury investigation 
grew out of an audit of Romney's 
accounts by the General Account- 
ing Office.

Romney falsely mis- 
represented to auditors the 
amount ot cash on hand in the 
office and “covered up by trick, 
scheme and device” the existence 
of the shortage. 

The indictment charged Rom- 
ney with “knowingly and will- 
fully falsifying” figures in the ac- 
counts “with the intent of cheat- 
ing, swindling or defrauding the 
Government.” 

The sergeant-at-arms serves as 
a House “bank” where congress- 
men May make deposits and cash 
checks. 

Maximum penalty for convic- 
tion on each of three counts is a 
10 year prison term and $10,060 
fine. , 

Attorney General Clark. in a 
statement accompanying the an- 
nouncement of the indictment 
said that the first and second 
counts of the indictment alleged 
that: 

“Romney falsely stated the 
amount of cash on hand in the 
accounts which the office of ser- 
geant of arms submitted to the 
General Accounting Office for the 
months of May and October 1946. 

“The third count charges him 
with concealing and covering up 
in his accounts for the period in 
January 1, 1946, through Oct. 31, 
1946, the material fact that & 
shortage of $143,863.77 existed in 
that he included as cash on hand 
certain items which he knew té 
be worthless as well as an alleged 
confession of a former employe to 
the theft of a sum of money from 
the office.”

Wallach Drafts Measure 
for Regulation of Such 
Transient Quarters — 


Would Bar Their Use 


by Juveniles. 


The renting of a cabin at Trav- 
elers’ Auto Court, near Wentzville, 
to Michael D’Arcy, 13 years old, 
and Mary Reardon, 14, will be 
called to the attention of the St. 
Charles county grand jury, Prose- 
cuting Attorney H. K. Stumberg 
gaid at St. Charles today. 

The grand jury is now in ses- 
gion. The all-night sojourn of the 
young pair led to the shooting by 
the girl of her father, 
Reardon, and th® fatal injury of 
the father and the D’Arcy boy in 
the resultant automobile wreck, 
Saturday. | 

Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach of St. Louis County an- 
mounced today that he hoped to 
have a bill drafted this week for 
presentation to the Missouri Leg- 
islature, regulating tourist camps. 
The bill, he said, will place re- 
sponsibility on both managements 
‘and guests for accurate registra- 
tion, and. will prohibit renting 
cabins to juveniles. 


The St. Louis county grand jury | 


last September reported that St. 
Louis county tourist camps had 
turned to a “highly profitable traf- 
‘fic in immorality,” catering to “ex- 
tremely youthful” couples, 

“Within the strict letter of the 
law they are not houses of assig- 
mation,” the report stated, “but to 
all intents and purposes they are 
all but that.” 


Joint Statement. 


Sheriff Lester Plackmeyer of St. 
Charlies county and Prosecuting 
Attorney Stumberg issued a joint 
statement on the “Reardon affair” 

. today. 

“The sheriff's office of St. 
Charles county,” they said, “has 
mever received a complaint of any 
tourist court being operated un- 
lawfully, and if anyone has knowl- 
edge of this being done, we would 
appreciate such information. We 
will do our best with the force of 
sheriff and two deputies to en- 
force the criminal laws of the 
state, and any violations brought 
to our attention we will investi- 
gate. And the Reardon matter 
will be called to the attention of 
the grand jury.” 

The Prosecutor and Sheriff, in 
their statement, also reviewed the 
circumstances under which young 
D'Arcy and Mary Reardon arrived 
‘on foot, without luggage, at the 
aourist camp Friday evening. The 
Youth registered as “Shelby He- 
man,” .the name ‘of a_ school 
Yriend, gave his address as “East 
Orange, N.Y.” and gave his cig- 
erette lighter to the camp oper- 
gtor, Carl Herron, as security for 
their bill. 

Herron’s Story. 

The sheriff and prosecutor told 
of having talk to Herron and to 
Walter L Schatz, clerk on duty 
ai the State Highway Patrol 
weighing station near by. Schatz 
maid Herron came to him about 
S p.m. and told him that “a boy 
and girl, 18 to 20 years of age,” 
hed rented a cabin. Herron said 
ke wished to report the matter to 
am officer, and asked that, if a 
trooper should come in, he be in- 
formed of the case. The clerk 
‘tried to telephone to a _ trooper 
living in Wentzville, but was un- 
able to reach him. 


“No further report was made to 
‘@ither the sheriff's office or to 
troop headquarters at Kirkwood,” 
the officials said. 


Prosecutor Stumberg said he 
felt that if any criticism was in- 
volved, it should be of the clerk 
for failing to summon the High- 
way Patrol. 

Assails Some Operators. 

Wallach, however, said _ that 
“there is no doubt that some tour- 
ist carmgp operators have been run- 
ning about the same kind of busi- 
ness as the ‘Market street hotels’ 
1 of the old days.’ ’ | 

He said the May term grand 
jury had a social get-togther about 
two weeks ago, and after discover- 
ing no law had bene drafted to 
stop the abuses pointed out In the 
report made last September, had 
asked Wallach to draft a regula- 
tory measure. Wallach said since 
then he has been studying similar 
laws in force in other states. 

The grand jury report last Sep- 
‘tember was based on investiga- 
tions by the State Highway Pa- 
,trol. It pointed out that taxicabs 
‘frequently brought customers to 
tourist camps in St. Louis county 
and that the average stay of a 
couple in one of the cabins was 
“30 to 40 minutes.” At least one 
couple was told by the tourist 
| camp operator, the report stated, 
that for $5 they could stay in the 
cabin for only an hour. 

’ Tourists Turned Away. 

'. “Jt is obvious that tourist cabins 
catering to this trade are not op- 
[erated for the purpose of giving 
ithe weary traveler a night of 
rest.” the report stated. It de- 
clared that the Highway Patrol 
had seen legitimate tourists, 
whose automobiles bore out-of- 
state license plates, turned away 
from such tourist camps, which 
| preferred to rent cabins to a suc- 
_ cession of couples in the course 
of an evening. 

The report told of one case in 
which a 50-year-old man was seen 
entering one of the tourist camps 
with a liéyear-old girl. This pair 
| was arrested by the Highway Pa- 
trol. 

Because some tourist camps 
have operated “immoral” places, 
the grand jury report said legiti- 
mate tourist camps have, in some 
instances, attempted to protect 
their reputations by hanging out 
signs stating they catered to 
“tourists only.”

not realize the consequences of her 
acts for several days. Until Fri- 
day’s events, they considered her 
a moral, normal girl.

Louis County Hospital for treat- 
ment of a deep cut on her head, 
after the automobile crash on 
Clayton road east of Lindbergh 
boulevard, a woman attendant in 
the admitting reom asked her for 
her home telephone number. The 
girl said: “Don’t call my mother; 
she can’t do anything.” 


Mrs. Reardon was called any- 
way. Told by the attendant that 
her husband and her daughter 
had been injured in an automobile 
accident, Mrs. Reardon s “T 
can’t come; I’m sick in bed.” Then 
she changed her mind and said 
she would be right over in a taxi- 


jcab. She arrived in a few min- 


utes. 

A deputy sheriff asked Mary: 
“What is the condition in your 
home?” | 

“Lousy!” she exclaimed. 

Says Mother Drank. 


Asked what she meant by that,

she said: “Mother ... created 
disturbances, <Any little thing 
would make her mad. She com- 
plained of the housework she had 
to do. She was constantly getting 
drunk. She drank whisky and 
gin.” 

On at least two _ occasions, 
Mary’s mother was picked up by 
police for drinking. At 2:38 a.m. 
on Dec. 4, 1945, Clayton police re- 
ported; they found Mrs, Leona 
Reardon “lying in front of 7625 
Wydown boulevard.” The report 
continued: “She appeared to be in 
an intoxicated condition.” 


She was treated at County Hos- 
pital for bruises of the right eye 
and knee and then released. She 
gave her age as 52 and said she 
lived at 150 South Price road, 
Ladue, her present home, 

On April 29, 1943, Ladue police 
arrested Mrs. Reardon and took 
her to the sheriff's office at Clay- 
ton. They reported she was drunk 
and was: to be released when 
sober. The following morning she 
was released. Whether she spent 
any time in jail that night or just 
waited in the sheriff's office until 
sober is not known. 

Reardon kept no liquor in his 
house, only soft drinks for chil- 
dren and guests. He apologized 
to friends when he couldn’t offer 
them a drink. He himself drank 
occasionally, but not at home. 

Mary, large for her age, weighs 

155 pounds and ig 5 feet, 3 inches 
tall. She wears her dark brown 
hair in a shoulder-iength bob and 
likes to wear a scarf over her 
head. She has gray-blue eyes and 
fair complexion. Her teachers 
said she had matured more rapid- 
ly than most girls. 
Several described her as “sweet,” 
particularly her first-grade teach- 
er, who had seen her often in, sub- 
sequent years. Mary got along 
well with other girls and was 
fairly popular with boys lately. 
Young D’Arcy was described by 
Mary’s mother as “her latest 
flame.” 

One teacher at Ladue School, 
where Mary took most of her 
elementary work and where she 
received her eighth-grade diploma 
last year, said: “She was the last 
person in the world I would have 
expected would do something like 
that.” 

Principal Byerly described Mary 
as “a perfectly normal girl” but 
said she recently had become a 
truant. In the first 10 weeks after 
she entered the ninth grade last 
September, she was absent only 
once. But from Thanksgiving to 
the end of January, she was away 
from school five days. And in the 
last two weeks, she was absent 3% 
days. 

She complained of being ill, but 
Byerly doubted that was the real 
reason for her absences. He felt 
she was losing interest in her 
school work. To check on her 
stories about illness, he had asked 
the school nurse to examine her 
today. If the examination showed 
Mary was healthy, he planned to 
notify her parents that she had 
been malingering. 

Last Thursday afternoon, he re- 
lated, Mary went home from 
school before classes were dis- 
missed, without first reporting to 
the principal's office. She tele- 
phoned from her home, pretended 


is sick.” 

Then on Friday morning, Byerly 
continued, both Mary and young 
D'Arcy were brought to school by 
their respective parents. How- 
ever, neither child attended 
classes. A girl in the principal's 
office telephoned Mrs. Reardon to 
tell her of Mary's absences that 
day and the previous afternoon. 
The office girl told Mrs. Reardon 
she thought Mary was with young 
D’Arcy since they had been going 
together a good deal and he also 
was absent. 

Boy’s Mother Notified. 

Meanwhile, the faculty sponsor 
of the student newspaper tele- 
phoned Mrs. Martin William 
D'Arcy to tell her Michael was 
absent. Michael was the typist for 
the paper and had with him all 
the stories for the issue of the 
paper which went to press that 
day. 

As young D’Arcy was walking 
away from school, he met a class- 
mate, Shelby Heman. Shelby 
asked where he was going and 
Michael said he had to go down- 
town. Later that evening when 
young D’Arcy went to a tourist 
camp with Mary Reardon, he 
registered as “Shelby Heman, 
East Orange, New York.” 

Principal Byerly said the tight- 
ly-knit student body of 206 boys 
and girls was “deeply shocked” by 
the tragedy. 

Boy’s Grades Slump. 

Young D’Arcy also had superior 
intelligence, with an I.Q. score of 
124. Until Friday, he never had 
been absent from school. He was 
a good student but in the second 
quarter his grades slumped badly. 
The principal _ wasn't’ certain 
whether the slump was due to 
Michael's interest in Mary or to 
other reasons. 

In the first quarter, Michael's 
grades were exceptional in -«eci- 
ence, good in Latin and algebra 
and fair in English. In the sec-

Mary’s recent popularity, her 
teachers said, might have been 
helped by the fact that her father 
let her use his 1941 Lincoln Zephyr 
coupe on dates. Her father gave 
her about $6 a week for spending 
money and sometimes as much as 
$10. 

Reardon enrolled his daughter 
in Villa Duchesne, hoarding and 
day school for girls, in September 
1944. She quit after. two weeks. 
A nun said: “She made no at- 
tempt to adapt herself to disci- 
pline or studies. She was discon- 
tented. 

“If she had reapplied for ad- 
mittance, which she ‘never did, she 
would not have been accepted be- 
cause of her distontent.” 

No Trouble at Ladue School. 

A teacher at Ladue School said 
Mary always made average or bet- 
ter than average grades there and 
was never in trouble for any rea- 
son. Her father brought her to 
school each day in his automobile 
on the way to work. That was not 
considered unusual since most of 
the pupils are brought to school 
by chauffeurs or by their parents. 
There is no public transportation 
to the school, 9060 Ladue road. 
In almost eight years at Ladue 
School, she was never truant. 

A few years ago, Mary applied 
for admission to John Burroughs 
School but was rejected. She was 
deeply disappointed. 

A Ladue school teacher thought 
possibly Reardon’s propensity for 
giving presents to her friends was 
an effort to make her more pop- 
ular with them. Reardon often 
gave Mary’s friends expensive 
gifts and took them to theaters 
and circuses. 

No Close Girl Friend Lately. 
For about the last two years, 
Mary had no close girl friend. 
“She always had a boy friend or 
two and one day last weck she 
had three with her at school,’ an 
acquaintance said. Mary was 
reputed to spend money freely on 
her boy friends. 

A druggist near Wydown Junior 
High School described Mary as 
“typical of the rich young misses 
around here.”. He explained that 
girls of hex age in the neighbor- 
hood were very sophisticated for 
their years, flirtatious, making 
eyes at the .older boys “and 
utting their money on their 
backs.” 

He said she was 
popular with boys and girls.

ab Dispatcher’s Story. 
William C. Johnson, dispatcher 
for the County Cab Co.,, related:

“I told her yes, we had received 
a call to pick her up at Union 
Station, and she asked where we 
had taken her to. I said I didn’t 
know but I would contact the 
driver. She left her number for 
me to call her. 
“Shortly after 11 o’clock I called 
her back after I had contacted 
the driver. I didn’t know what 
was wrong—she said she hadn't 
called me. But she said if it was 
about her daughter, she would like 
to know where she was. 
“The voices were different; I 
don’t know who the first.woman 
was that I talked to. I told Mrs. 
Reardon we had taken her daugh- 
ter to the Southern Air Restau- 
rant in Wentzville. She wanted to 
know where it was. She asked if

“Then she said, ‘I’m all upset; 
I may go eut and get her myself.’ 
She said the kids eat out there 
quite a bit but she didn’t know 
exactly where the restaurant was.” 

Ladue police reported Mrs. Rear- 
don was notified by the taxicab 
company about 11 p.m. that her 
daughter and a boy had gone to 
Wentzville in a cab. The police 
said they learned Reardon re- 
turned home about-1 a.m. Satur- 
day. 

Mrs. Harold Borek, 409 West 
Point court, University City, sister 
of the D’Arcy boy, said that. her 
mother, Mrs. D’Arcy, had several 
telephone conversations with Mrs. 
Reardon on Friday night. These 
conversations began, Mrs. Borek 
said, after the D’Arcy boy called 
his mother at 5:15 p.m. and said 
he would be home in a few min- 
utes, then failed to arrive. 


Worried about her son, Mrs. 
.D’Arcy telephoned Mrs. Reardon, 
and Mrs. Borek said Mrs. Reardon 
assured Mrs. D’Arcy the two chil- 
dren had gone to a movie. In 
subsequent telephone conversa- 
tions, Mrs. Borek said, Mrs. Rear- 
don continued to assure Mrs. 
D’Arcy that the .children were 
safe. 

Just before midnight, Mrs. 
Borek said, Mrs. Reardon reported 
that the children were “on their 
way home.” When they failed to 
arrive home, some time after mid- 
night, Mrs. Reardon continued to 
insist that there was no cause for 
worry, that the children were ‘on 
their way home,” Mrs. Borek said. 


Tells of Target Practice. 


When she was being questioned 
by Chief Deputy Sheriff William 
Smith, Mary mentioned that she 
had had target practice, always 
shooting with her left hand. She 
did not say what kind of weapon 
she had fired in the past. At the 
hospital, she told Coroner Arnold 
J. Willmann that young D’Arcy 
carried a pistol “to show off and 
to use in target practice.” 

The boy’s father, a deputy collec- 
tor of internal revenue, said his 
son never owned a pistol. Mary 
related young D’Arcy brought the 
German Mauser automatic. to 
school one day before Christmas. 
Principal Byerly said he had 
heard nothing about a weapon be- 
ing brought to school by young

Mortimer A. Rosecan, attorney 
for the D’Arcy family, said: 
“From all accounts of school 
friends and others, Michael was 
a good boy. Our only interest 
now is keeping his name good.” 
Mrs. D'Arcy repeated that her so 
was “a good boy.” 

Michael looked older than 13. 
He was five feet, nine inches tall 
and weighed 175 pounds. He and 
Mary were both interested in pho- 
tography and were members of a 
‘camera club. 

Psychiatrists’ Opinion. 

Three St. Louis psychiatrists, 
after reading of the shooting, said 
they thought Mary should be com- 
mitted to a mental hospital for 
careful surveillance and attempts 
at rehabilitation. They were not 
confident, however, that she could 
be helped. 


They suggested various explana- 
tions as to why she shot her fa- 
ther, They insisted, however, their 
opinions were tentative, pending 
more study of the case. 

One said he considered the odds 
of rehabijitating her so low that 
he would not accept Mary as a 
private patient. She is evidently 
incapable of feeling very deeply, 
he said, and she appears to be in- 
terested only in things which con- 
cern her. : 

“The characteristics she has dis- 
played, such as doting on the satis- 
faction of her own appetites, are 
probably of long-standing,” he 
said, “It is not likely that she will 
respond to medical care.” 

Question® of Where to Put Her. 

Steps must be taken to protect 
the population from Mary, they 
agreed. One said, however, he 
hesitated to suggest where Mary 
should be confined because of 
conditions in state hospitals de- 
scribed recently in a_ series of 
articles in the Post-Dispatch, 

“You've got to face the fact 
that the state is not doing a job,” 
he asserted. 

Another psychiatrist said: 

“The conversations which Mary 
had with police showed that she 
did not recognize what it meant 
to shoot her father or what were 
the consequences of such anti- 
social action. This means she 
must be an unrecognized psy- 
chotic.” 

The chances are, he said, Mary 
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* 
lives in a world of fantasy. It is 
possible that for some time she 
has not had the ability to respond 
normally to antisocial actions, he 
said, 


Offers Second Theory. 

He than offered another possi- 
bility.. This was that the history 
of Mary’s over-indulgence by her 
father probably meant that she 
never was punished. Perhaps, he 
ventured, she 1s amoral—without 
any sense of moral right or wrong. 
He suggested a careful psychi- 
atric study for many years, pos- 
sibly the rest of Mary’s life, with 
a periodic review by competent 
authorities to learn what could be 
done for her. If the study shows 
she has violent reactions to trivial 
irritations, she will have to be put 
in an institution, he said. 


The third psychiatrist told the 
Post-Dispatch he believed Mary 
was terribly over-indulged. 

The fact that she indicated flat- 
tened emotion was not necessarily 
a symptom of a psychotic person- 
ality, he said. It may have been 
the result of an overwhelming ex- 
perience, he said, but he did not 
rule out the possibility that she 
was a split personality. 

“She must not be called insane 
and then later released as sane,” 
he said. “Regardless of what you 
call her behavior, it was pretty 
abnormal. And punishment is not 
the answer.” 

He said he considered Mary’s 
disorderg so severe that he would 
not parole her from a mental hos- 
pital for many years, and then 
under strict supervision. 


Reason for Shooting Father. 

When questioned by deputy 
sheriffs, Mary was asked: “Can 
you give any reason for shooting 
your father?” 

She replied: “I was afraid he 
would send me to an old girls’ 
school. I knew I would not have 
any more freedom.” 

Asked if she and her father had 
any trouble before over any mat- 
ters, she said: “He seemed sort of 
suspicious of me at times. One 
time another boy and I wanted 
to go to a show. We wanted to 
take his car and we had an argu- 


thing the matter with the car.” 

She said her arguments with 
her father were “not too serious,” 
adding, “He just had suspicions of 
me.” Later, she said: “My father 
would not trust me any more and 
would not let me have my free- 
dom.” : 

She told Post-Dispatch report- 
ers: “I didn’t like Villa Duchesne 
and didn’t want to go back. I was 
afraid my father would bawl me 
out for running away, when we 
got home.” 

Deputies asked what plans she 
and Michael had, She replied: “We 
planned on staying at the cabins 
for the night and then go some 
place else, We were running away 
from home.” 

Expected to Work. 

Asked how they would live, she 
said: “Just work, I was going to 
be a waitress or salesgirl in some 
store. We had about $4 between 
us.” 

At the outset of her six-page 
statement, every page of which 
she initialed, she said: “Michael 
and [I took the day off from 
school Friday, the whole day. In 
the morning we went downtown 
to Erker’s optical store. Then we 
went riding around on a bus, 

“In the afternoon we went to 
Union Station, ate lunch and 
walked around. .We saw a County 
Cab at the station and asked the 
driver if he could take us to the 
county.” 

She told of instructing the driv- 
er to take them first to Michael’s 
home, 7445 Byron place, and then 
changing her mind and asking in- 
stead to be taken to Wentzville. 
She charged the trip to her fa- 
ther, but said the ride cost $8.95, 
whereas the driver reported it was 
$14.85, 

Rented a Cabin, 

She said they reached the res- 
taurant about 7:40 p.m. “We went 
to the restaurant, but we did not 
eat,” she continued. “We walked 
in to give the cab driver a chance 
to pull away. Then we walked 
down to the Travelers’ tourist cab- 
ins. They are a little ways down 
the road, 

“We both talked to the man at 
the cabins and rented Cabin No. 
3. We stayed there all night. We 
went to bed about 8:30. I did not 
take my clothes off and Michael 
did not either. ._He took his sport 
jacket off and I took off my coat 
and shoes. That was all, We fell 


asleep about midnight. 

“There were two beds in the 
cabin. They only permit you to 
use one for $3; if you use both 


6:45 a.m. I combed my hair and 
put my shoes on. In a little while, 
my daddy came in.” 

“How did he get in?” a deputy 
asked. 

“He knocked on the door and 
Michael let him tn. He wanted to 
know whose idea it was and why 
we ran away and if we were going 
to come back home or what. My 
father hit Michael and later said 
he was sorry. Then he said, 
‘Come on, let’s go home.’ 


Describes Shooting. 


“Father had his Lincoln-Zephyr 
coupe. We got in. I sat in the 
middle of the “back seat and 
Michael sat on my right side. Fa- 
ther was driving. My left arm 
was about at the middle of fa- 
ther’s back.” 

“Who fired the shot?” she was 
asked. : 

“It was me. Just after we left 
a filling station at Lindbergh and 
Clayton, I asked Michael to give 
me his gun. He did. I held the 
weapon in my left hand. There 
were not any cars around go I just 
shot my father. 

“T held the gun about 12 or 14 
inches from the back of his head. 
I can only remember firing one 
shot. We may have been going 
30 or 35 miles an hour at the time, 
The car swerved to the side into a 
ditch. 

“All I can remember is some 
small trees and a sort of ditch. 
The next thing I remember, the 
police were taking us out of the 
car.” 

Shown a German Mauser 6.55 
millimeter automatic and asked 
if that was the weapon “you fired 
into your father’s head,” she re- 
plied: “That is the gun.” After she 
shot her father, she continued, “I 
think he said ‘Huh.’” 

At the end of the statement, she 
wrote: “I have read this state- 
ment and find it correct.” Then 
she signed it, 

The girl's uncle, Joseph Vincent 
Errico, brother of Mrs. Reardon, 
is serving a 20-year term in the 
state penitentiary for the murder 
of Herbert N. Kaiser. 

Errico, a chemist for the Rear- 
don company, shot and killed 
Kaiser Aug. 9, 1941, in a fight in 
the plant over some paint that 
Errico wanted to take away. After 
the shooting, Errico went to the 


.Reardon home, where he, learned 


police were looking for him. He 
was captured after a five-month 
search.

W. VAN NESS JONES 
HIT TER, WIFE SAYS 


Twice Knocked Her Un- 
conscious, She Testifies 
at Divorce Trial. 
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Mrs. Mary Sue McCulloch Jones 
heiress to a $10,000,000 fortune, 
testified in Circuit Court at Clay- 
ton today that her husband, 
Whipple Van Ness Jones, 
struck her “whenever he lost his 
temper,” and twice had knocked 
her unconscious. 

Testifying in her siut for divorce 
and custody of their four children, 
she asserted he became angered 
and struck her once when she 
suggested they go out and ring 


doorbells on Halloween. On an- 
other occasion, she said, he gave 
her a black eye in “a trivial argu- 
ment.” 

Mrs. Jones, a blonde wearing a 
black, severely tailored dress, 
black felt hat and gold necklace, 
spoke calmly and gave no sign of 
emotion. P 

Jones, who is seeking a divorce 
himself and custody of the chil- 
dren, filed an amended answer 
and crossbill, 

The husband, an _ investment 
broker who was a lieutenant colo- 
nel with the Army Air Forces 
from 1942 to 1946, asserted she 
moved their home to New York 
while he was in military service. 
She told him she wanted to be- 
come “a power in New York’s 
cafe society,” he said, and had 
the ambition to be the best-dressed 
woman in the United States. 

“She said she hated St., Louis 
and the people in it,” he continued. 

Jones asserted’ his wife had a 
violent temper. On one occasion, 
he said, she threw a water glass 
at him as he sat at the dinner 
table, knocking over a candela- 
brum and slightly burning their 
13-year-old daughter, Daphne. On 
another occasion, he _ said, she 
threw a candy jar at a Navy 
lieutenant who was his guest, and 
scratched the officer's face with 
her fingernails so severely as to 
leave permanent scars. 

Jonés charged his wife had as- 
sociated with other men, among 
them a dancing instructor who 
stayed several days at their home 
in Miami. 

Judge Fred Mueller excluded 
from evidence a contract in which 
Mrs. Jones had proposed to pay 
her husband $5000 a year in re- 
turn for an uncontested divorce 
and custody of the children. He 
upheld the contention this was “a 
privileged communication between 
man and wife.” 

Mrs. Jones, who eloped with 
Jones in 1931, was bequeathed a 
one-third share in the $30,000,000 
estate left by her grandfather, the 
late John I. Beggs, utilities mag- 
nate. Her brother, who also was 
bequeathed $10,000,000, eloped 
three years later with Jones's sis- 


ter, Elizabeth Ten Broeck Jones. 
They were divorced a year ago. 


MCLAIN SAYS PLAN 
BILL IS NOT ARBITRARY 


Asserts Other City Bodies 
Would Be Able to Over- 
rule Board. 
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| Phe proposed ordinance which 


| would implement and give legal 
status to the city master plan and 


‘to the City Plan Commission 


would permit other city bodies toa 
overrule the plan commission’ 
decisions, Joseph A. McClain Jr., 
commission chairman, pointed out 
today. 

He testified at a public hearing 
on the ordinance before the alder- 
manic Committee on Legislation 
About 50 persons attended the 
hearing. 

Asserting that the section of the 
bill which would give legal status 
to the plan has caused “perhaps 


some apprehension in the minds 
of some people,” McClain empha. 
sized that zoning regulations and 
restrictions. are not included ip 
the proposal 


Once an official city plan has 
been adopted, no street or public 
building may be constructed with- 
out approval by the commission 
he said. Disapproval, which must 
be voted by 10 of the 15 members 
of the commission, may be over- 
ruled by a two-thirds vote of the 
“body having final jurisdiction in 
the matter.” 

In order to obtain the opinions 
of as many persons interested in 
zoning as possible, McClain said 
the companion zoning and min 
imum housing standards ordi 
nances would “not be. available 
for introduction for some little 
i time.” 
| The bill, he added, ts based on 
nm standard ordinance prepared jn 
1927 by the United States Depart 
ment of Commerce under then 
Secretary Herbert Hoover. Hoo- 
ver, McClain said, wrote the fore 
word stressing the importance of 
city planning and his opinion as 
to the soundness of the proposed 
standard act. 

Discussing the proposed ordi 
nance gection-by-section, McClain 
pointed out that it establishes a 
city plan commission with duty 
of drawing up a comprehensive 
Plan, describes in general what 
the plan shall include, and author- 
izes the commission to amend the 
plan when necessary. 

Before the adoption of the plan, 
the commission would be required 
to hold at least one public hearing 
on it, McClain continued, and the 
approval of at least 10 members 
of the commission would be re- 
quired for adoption of any part of 
the plan. 

The final sections, McClain said, 
provide for establishment of an 
official map by action of both the 
commission and the Board of Al- 
dermen, Any changes in the map 
which the commission disapproved 
could be passed by two-thirds vote 
of the aldermen.

As the inquest opened, St. Louis 
County Coroner Arnold J. Witl- 
mann told the jury its deliber- 
ations should cover both ihe 
deaths of Reardon and of the 
D'Arcy boy. 

“It is alleged that the daughter 
of Reardon, Mary, fired a shot 
which caused the automobile driv- 
en by her father to plunge down 
an embankment,” Willmann said.

Boy Unconscious, 

Dr. Merrenda testified that 
when the D'Arcy boy was admit- 
ted to the hospital about 9 a.m., hé 
was unconscious and could not be 
aroused. His pupils were dilated, 
the physician said, and did not re- 
The boy’s extremities 
were rigid, and he was breathing 
through his mouth, but Dr, Mer- 
renda said his blood pressure was 
about normal and consequently he 
did not believe he was in a state 
of shock. 

Dr. Merrenda said he found a 
large accumulation of blood, about 
the size of a half dollar, above the 
right eye beneath an apparent 
skull fracture. Two brain special- 
ists who examined the boy, he re- 
ported, said he was suffering from 
a massive brain injury. 

He ascribed the body’s death to 
a fracture of the skull combined 
with a massive brain injury. 
Under cross-examination, he testi- 
fied that the fracture apparently 
had been caused by a hard, blunt 
object, but declined to say whether 
the object probably was the dash 
board of the automobile or the 
back of the front seat. 

Dr. Boley testified that his post- 
mortem examination showed that 
the D’Arcy boy died of a brain in- 
jury.

MISSOURI ‘PANTHER’ 
HUNT BAGS ONLY 
7 COYOTES, 2 OWLS 


PARKVILLE, Mo., Feb. 10 (AP) 
—More than 400 men, aided by an 
airplane, tramped over nine square 
miles in~«near-zero temperatures 
yesterday seeking the “panther” 
which has been killing livestock 
near here, but the hunters bagged 
only seven coyotes and two great 
horned owls. 

The animal, seen by several 
farmers in recent weeks, has 
killed a 700-pound cow, seven 
lambs and a ewe, and has resi- 
dents of the area greatly worried. 
The hunters formed a huge 
square, three miles each way, then 
converged on Weatherby lake in 
the three-hour hunt. 

One veteran of many coyote 
hunts on the Kansas plains said 
he believed the animal may have 
slipped away because the men on 
the corners of the square didn’t 
close in fast enough. 

“I saw four coyotes escape that 
way,” he said. 

Dick Malott, farmer in the re- 
gion, said he thought the hunt 
was too far south. 

“T’ve seen the panther three 
times lately,” Malott said. “It has 
a gray back, reddish sides, a tail 
about a foot long, and is about 20 
inches high. I followed the cat a 
quarter of a mile a few weeks ago, 
trying to get in shooting range, 
but he got away. The next day 
my dogs found him, and they 
were clawed badly.” 

Two other farmers said they 
had seen the animal, and insisted 
it was black. 

L. R. Myer, leader of the hunt, 
announced another roundup would 
be attempted in two weeks.

“Nothing like this has ever hap- 
pened before in peacetime,” said 
British Lt. Col. E. S. Orpwood, oc- 
cupation commission.

“The fire had started to sweep 
downward and I dashed to a side 
door. What struck me then was 
that the people who had got out 
through the main exit didn’t seem 
to be moving, but standing there 
watching the fire rather than 
making way for those fighting to 
get out. 

“Several women who fell were 
trampled to death. Others who 
were standing there were naked 
because their clothes were torn 
off in the scramble.”

Griffin to Call Patrick 
Cain, Who Signs Bail 
in Most Cases, Before 


Grand Jury. 


Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin said today he would summon 
Patrick Cain, a professional bonds- 
man, before the grand. jury to 
disclose who pays him for the 
bonds he signs for persons arrest- 
ed for operating policy games. 

Griffin's announcement’ was

A check by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter revealed that Cain, who 
lives at 4030 Flora boulevard, fur- 
nishes bond for the large majority 
of persons booked by the police on 
suspicion of establishing a lottery 
by policy. 

Observing that the policy games 
are controlled by racketeers, the 
circuit attorney said the inter- 
rogation of Cain may shed some 
light on the identity of the leaders 
in the lottery racket. 

Griffin said he did not know 
when Cain would be called but 
that he would confer with Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney William 
Geekie, who handles grand jury 
matters, on that point. 

Asked if he did not feel his 
office could be of some assistance 
to police in combatting the flour- 
ishing gambling business, Griffin 
replied that he would welcome any 
suggestions. He later announced 
that Cain would be summoned, 

Capt. Joseph A. Wren, head of 
the police gambling squad, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
had never received any com- 
plaints from the circuit attorney's 
office that his men were not ob- 
taining sufficient evidence to sus- 
tain charges in gambling cases.

Only two weeks ago in a radio 
program he claimed he had ap- 
plied for the vacated job as gen- 
eral manager of the Tigers in a 
letter the Detroit office said it 
never received. It is common 
knowledge that Hank has am- 
bitions to be an executive and 
owner, 

Greenberg, who married Caral 
Gimbel, daughter of Bernard Gim- 
bel of the department store .fam- 
ily, a year ago was said to have 
made an offer for the Hollywood 
club of the Pacific Coast League 
last fall. 

Still a Drawing Card. 

Baseball folks have gossiped 
that Hank, with financial backing 
of his own and friends, had sent 
out “feelers” to some big league 
teams, seeking to buy into the 
club. Reports that he wanted to 
“buy a piece” of the Pirates, who’ 
changed hands last season, were 
denied but persisted. 

At 36, with 14 years of baseball 
end World War II behind him, 
Greenberg could not have been 
expected to go on much longer. 
Pittsburgh probably wouldn't have 
played him every day but was 
willing to spend the cash for a 
part-time attraction, knowing full 
well how much of a drawing card 
he would be at Forbes Field and 
around the National League. 

Hank himself might have rea- 
soned that he was stepping out of 
the American League as home run 
champ, one of the most popular 
players in the game. A new 
Jeague, new ball park and another 
year on his aging legs might have 
prompted him to step down at the 
top of the heap. 

Greenberg would not elaborate 
on his statement other than to 
say “It speaks for itself.” He did 
add “Get in touch with me in a 
few days and there might be 
something.” 

May Go Into Business, 

There are two stories of what 
Greenberg's future may be, 
neither confirmed by the slugger. 
One report had him stepping out 
of baseball in favor of a New 
York business connection and the 
other had him waiting his chance 
to buy an interest in baseball. 

During the major league meet- 
ings a week ago, General Man- 
ager Roy Hamey of the Pirates 
contacted Hank for a preliminary 
salary talk. When President 
Frank McKinney of the Pitts- 
burgh club returned from Miami 
Beach, he hustled to New York 


for a first talk with his new 
property. 
“All that we can offer in ex- 


planation of the unexpected turn 
that things have taken,” McKipn- 
ney said at Pittsburgh, “is Hank’s 
own statement to me today that 
in view of several other matters 
which he had under consideration 
for his immediate future, matters 
having. no connection whatever 
with baseball, he thinks it better 
that he should not at this time 
obligate himself to play baseball 
in 1947. 

“He said those conflicting plans 
for his future formed the obstacle 
that had caused’ him to refrain 
from actually signing a contract 
during our New York discussion, 
end he added that he had paced 
the floor nearly all of last night 
before deciding to cancel his pro- 
gyeed trip to Pittsburgh today.”

Why These Shortages? 


National prosperity rides in freight cars, 
so the policy of supplying other industries 
with steel and not allotting enough to rail- 
roads and car builders to keep the cars even 
with, if not ahead of, requirements seems to 
be a case of putting the cart before the horse. 
There is no point in factories running at full 
production if there are not enough freight 
cars to haul the finished products. 


This statement by President Paul J. Neff of 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad is a fair summing 
up of the problem underlying the shortage of 
railroad freight cars. In his message to Con- 
gress on the power of allocation, President Tru- 


‘man merely asked authority to allocate the 


steadily dwindling supply of freight cars, when 
he should have ‘asked power to allot steel and 
lumber to see that sufficient freight cars are 
built to satisfy the nation’s needs. 

The Civilian Production Administration's 
authority to channel steel and lumber where it 
is worst needed expires March 31, and unless it 
is renewed there will be no legal basis for allo- 
cating materials needed for railroad cars. Yet 
there is no point in extending the CPA’s power 
in this respect unless it is to be put to better 
use than it is being put to at present. 

Freight cars are now wearing out at a rate of 
not less than 24,000 a year faster than they are 
being replaced. (Mr. Neff puts the figure at 
40,000.: The Missouri Pacific is spending a mil- 
lion dollars for a new car-building plant at 
De Soto, Mo., yet the plant itself will do no good 
unless it gets steel and lumber. 

Car builders say that, given the necessary 
steel and lumber, they can build 9000 cars a 
month, against the 3500 a month now coming 
out of the shops. It is up to the Administration 
to see that they get the materials. 

Hundreds of millions of people are going 
hungry, yet millions of bushels of wheat spoiled 
last summer when it weathered in the fields be- 
cause there were not box cars enough to move it 
to market. Unless more cars are provided, the 
situation next summer will be worse. 

Railroad men should not be permitted, how- 
ever, to unload all the blame on the Govern- 
ment. Has anyone fergotten how unwilling the 
railroad industry was to expand its rolling stock 
just before the war, even when President 
Roosevelt offered it loans on unusually favor- 
able terms for this purpose? Or has the rail- 
road industry forgotten its part in inspiring the 
fierce congressional onslaught on the National 
Resources Planning Board, which foresaw this 
shortage? 

The shortage of steel underlies the shortage 
of freight cars, and both steel men and railroad 
men have lacked the vision and faith to plan for 
or look forward to an economy geared to full 
employment. And they are not the only indus- 
tries against which this indictment stands. It 
lies equally against the power industry, the lum- 
ber industry and some others. 

“It is not clear,” President Truman declared, 
“that our basic industries are adjusted to a 200- 
billion-dollar peacetime economy.” Some way is 
needed to gear private ownership to planning 
for plenty.

The time has come, we think, when John F. 
Dougherty deserves a more colorful title than 
Sheriff of St. Louis. We should like to nom- 
inate him as Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the Capone mob. He 
should have a uniform, too, with proper insig- 
nia—let’s say crossed Tommy guns surmounted 
by a pineapple. Among the other ribbons on 
his chest should be one showing service in the 
Cicero theater. 

When Special Envoy O’Hara arrived in St. 
Louis Jan. 30 to break up the old Entente Cor- 


-diale between Bev Brown and Gully Owen, it 


was natural that he should enlist the services 
of Ambassador Dougherty. They met in a Hall 
of Mirrors, otherwise known as Red Cox’s sa- 
loon at Grand boulevard and Dodier street. Oth- 
ers present at the conference were Bev Brown 
and an unnamed attorney, Next day the deed 
was done. The beautiful friendship between 
Gully and Bev was one with Nineveh and Tyre. 

It must be something of a strain on Ambassa- 
dor Dougherty to double or triple or quadruple 
in brass the way he-is doing. To represent the 
Capone mob locally must be something of a task. 
How can a man, even one of Dougherty’s ver- 
satility, do justice to all the jobs he has taken 
upon himself? If he should settle down to de- 
vote all his time to the ambassadorship, it would 
have several advantages for him. For one, he 
could claim diplomatic immunity when he leaves 
the scene of accidents.

Mr. Stowe Indicts the U.S.S.R. 


Leland Stowe, like many another understand- 
ing and sympathetic commentator on the Soviet 
Union, has become a critic of Russian methods. 
He has come the safe way as Leigh White, an- 
other fine reporter, into the conviction that the 
U.S.S.R, is doing some very questionable things. 
Mr. Stowe’s picture of what Russia is up to in 
Central Europe is a dark one. The Russians, 
he says, are doing successfully what the Nazis 
tried to do and failed. 

His indictment of Russian economic policy in 
Central Europe is documented in detail, and 
still more damning detail exists, as noted in an 
article in Fortune Magazine by Hal Lehrman and 
Gilbert Burck. Russia has taken over the econ- 
omies of Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Romania and Hun- 
gary with the same tactics of monopoly, barter 
and export junk that Hitler used earlier. 

The Nazis, paying their trade debts with car- 
loads of harmonicas and canaries, and walling 
their feudal trade area against all the outside 
world, had nothing on the Russians. 

Russia botght all the attar of roses Bulgaria 
had stored up during the war, and paid $385 a 
kilogram for it when it was worth $1500 a ilo- 
gram on the world market. In return, the So- 
viets sold the Bulgarians trucks that were jalopies 
in a year’s time, tires that peeled off in chunks, 
and cotton so poor it damaged machinery. 

And while Bulgaria could have used many 
things from the United States, to our mutual 
advantage, its purchases in this country in 1945 
amounted to the magnificent sum of $36—for 
laxatives. 

The ugly fact will eventually have to be faced 
by every American just as it has been faced by 
Mr. Stowe and Mr. White. That fact is that the 


Moscow Government is engaged in a trade war 
in Central Europe with*as much determination 
and on as unscrupulous terms as the Nazis ever 
dreamed of. 
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The East Side Election 


Despite the scandalous fact that gambling 
money supports the machine, and even though 
its four incumbent candidates are under indict- 
ment for malfeasance in office, the East St. Louis 
City Hall crowd is expected to survive tomorrow’s 
primary election, It is expected to nominate its 
slate. But that is no reason for good citizens to 
lose hope. The primary isa stiff challenge to 
voters who object to having rackets. in every 
nook and cranny of the East Side. 

Tomorrow is the time for these ‘people to 
marshal their own forces in behalf of decent 
government. If they cannot defeat the machine 
now, they should pick an array of candidates who 
can tumble the vested politicos in the regular 
April election. They will have to choose among 
a host of men of different caliber, and they will 
have to choose the best. 

The East St. Louis Journal has made a thor- 
ough study of the anti-machine candidates and 
has indorsed five men. They are Brooks Sum- 
mers, a West Pointer who spent 37 years in the 
Army and held high rank; Russell Beebe, a com- 
petent civil servant of the State; Richard Carter, 
who gave up his law practice to become a fighter 
pilot, and was shot down in Africa; Jack Hous- 
ton, a Democratic committeeman who did not 
surrender to the rackets crowd; and William 
Cochran, former St. Louis University athlete 
who was decorated as a Seabee. 

This slate is presented to Voters who are con- 
fused by the variety of candidates and who rec- 
ognize the danger of a split vote. If men of 
that character are nominated tomorrow, East St. 
Louis will be ready for*the April election assault 
on politicians who have bedded down with the 
gamblers, racketeers and hoodlums. 
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How Many More Millions? 


There is food for thought in the Reclamation 
Bureau’s various estimates of how much it is 
going to cost to build the Colorado-Big Thomp- 
son project, a diversion of Colorado River water 
through the Continental Divide into the Missou- 
ri Valley. The Bureau estimated in 1937 that 
the project could be built for $44,000,000. Now, 
with the job under construction, it estimates that 
Colorado-Big Thompson will cost $128,000,000— 
nearly three times its advance estimate. 

The Reclamation Bureau is planning a diver- 
sion in the Missouri Valley, too. It proposes to 
divert Missouri River water into the Souris basin. 
The Army Engineers consider this project a 
waste of money but they have accepted it in re- 
turn for the Reclamation Bureau’s acceptance of 
Army projects which the Bureau, in its turn, 
considers a waste of money. 

It is officially a part of the Pick-Sloan plan 
-—the fake MVA. The Bureau estimates that the 
Missouri-Souris diversion will cost $160,000,000, 
If its estimate here is no better than it was on 
the Colorado-Big Thompson, just how many mil- 
lions will be involved in this horse-trade be- 
tween the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau? 
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A Precedent for the Portal Case 

A way in which Congress could help clear up 
dhe portal-to-portal tangle without intruding un- 
duly into the province of the courts is reported 
by Raymond P. Brandt, chief Washington corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch. This is by pass- 
ing a concurrent resolution defining what it 
meant by the term “work week” under the 
Wage-Hour Act much as it declared its intent 
in another issue in Concurrent Resolution No. 
50, passed a year and a half ago. Such a reso- 
lution would not need the President’s signature. 

Concurrent Resolution No. 50 stated the in- 
tent of Congress in passing legislation regarding 
the taxing of gas and oil well drilling—a ques- 
tion which had been taken to the courts. The 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals, on rehearing the 


_ case, took Congress’s statement of its intent into 


account and said: “The resolution . . . does not 
make law or change the law made by a previ- 
ous Congress and President.” Then the appel- 
late court went on to say that the resolution was 
“entitled to most respectful consideration by the 
courts” as a statement by- Congress of “assur- 
ance to those engaged in the oil and gas well 
business.” 

The court, as it happened, held to its pre- 
viously announced view, and the question has 
not been further pressed. “Even so, Concurrent 
Resolution No. 50 is valuable as a precedent. 
If Congress could say in that resolution that “the 
language of the statute is so general in its terms 
as to render an interpretive regulation appropri- 
ate,” it can with equal propriety define its in- 
tent in the use of the term “work weck.”

Every reader of Victor Hugo’s novel, “Ninety- 
Three,’ who saw this item, undoubtedly recalled 
one of the most exciting passages in all litera- 
ture—the chapter about the cannon which tore 
loose from its fastenings in a rough sea in the 
time of the French Revolution. As the wooden 
warship pitched on the great waves, the cannon 
raced about on its wheels, from side to side, 
from end to end, back and forth, around and 
around, like the iron demon it was. With each 
blow, timbers were splintered and the sinking of 
the vessel became more imminent. Heroic ef- 
forts were employed by brave men to bring the 
mad thing under control, yet— 

But to tell more would be spoiling the story. 
Many a GI who read a portion of it as part of 
the Army éye tests at the port of embarkation 
hunted up the book to find out how it turned 
out. The railroad’s whirling cannon is another 
invitation to the pages of Victor Hugo.

American liberals should divorce themselves from Communist in- 
fluence, ex-Senator advises; says party-travelers are loyal first to 
Russia and discredit progressive cause; advises nation that publicity 
and not suppression is democratic answer to Reds’ vicious tactics.

My own personal experiences with Com- 
munists in politics go back to 1924. While 
organization plans were being laid for my 
father to run as a candidate for President, 
it was learned that a Farmer-Labor-Pro- 
gressive convention was being called to 
meet in St. Patl. 


However, it developed that the conven- 
tion was a scheme of the Workers (Com- 
munist) party to use the cloak of the local 
organizations to secure a strategic position 
of control among the liberal elements that 
had been duped into jointing. 


Thereupon, I urged my father to repudi- 
ate any connections with the St. Paul meet- 
ing and any support from the Communists. 
I helped draft a letter which contained this 
warning to liberals: 


“To pretend that Communists can work 
with Progressives is to deceive the public. 

. »« The Communists are antagonistic to 
the Progressive cause and their only pur- 
pose in joining such a movement is to dis- 
rupt it....” 


An End to Indifference 


Events of the past two decades have 
proved the truth of this warning. For 
many years, the American people had an 
indifferent attitude toward the menace of 
Communism, Perhaps this is partially ex- 
plained by our tolerant background and 
free institutions, | 


Within the past few months_there has 
been a sudden and dramatic/shift in pub- 
lic attitude on this problem. The indiffer- 
ence is gone. 

To understand the nature of the problem, 
it is necessary to keep two factors in mind. 
First, Communists and fellow travelers have 
a fanatical loyalty to the Russian Commu- 
nist party line and to Russia, no matter 
what flip-flops in reasoning or position are 
required, 

Second, persons who have embraced this 
new faith do not fight fair, or in the open. 
They use the same underground, unscrupu- 
lous methods employed by Hitler and Goeb- 
bels. 


Communists are watching and waiting— 
even hoping-—-for a severe economic depres- 
sion in the United States. But Communists 
have not been idle while waiting for eco- 
nomic developments. They have always been 
noted for aggressive organizational meth- 
ods. 


Commies on Capitol Hill 


The CIO Political Action Committee pros- 
pered in its early years because it was 
founded on a sound objective: to inform 
the voters on public issues and the records 
of candidates. The CIO-PAC failed in the 
last election wherever it allowed its policies 
to be influenced by Communists and fellow 
travelers. 

I know from firsthand experience that 
Communist sympathizers have infiltrated 
into committee staffs on Capitol Hill in 
Washington. A few years ago, when I was 
chairman of the Senate Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee, I was forced to take measures in 
an effort to stamp out influences within 
my own committee staff. 


The Kilgore Subcommittee on War Mobil- 
ization (of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee). and the Murray Special Committee on 
Small Business had staffs that many Sen- 
ators believed had been infiltrated by fel- 
low travelers. 


This was one of the major reasons that 
the Senate was reluctant to provide con- 
tinued funds for their activities. Actually 
a large majority of the Senate probably 
favored the ostensible objectives of these 
committées (the examination of monopolies, 
big-business control, international cartels, 
etc.). But the Senate was dub us of hav- 
ing this work done under the auspices of 
the existing staffs, 


Lobbyists for Confusion 


With regard to minimum wage and FEPC 
legislation, it is my personal conviction that 
the Communists and fellow travelers who 
lobbied on these bills preferred to get no 
bills at all. I learned after the hearings on 
the minimum wage bill that hearing sched- 
ules had been rigged to the end that testi- 
mony from anti-Communist sources on the 
bill was not taken, or else received merely 
as a statement for the record. 


Infiltration of organized labor has been 
a major objective for Communists for sev- 
eral good reasons, First of all, unions are 
large in membership. If captured, they 
represent substantial economic and politi- 
cal power. Secondly, Communism has an 
appeal to persons who are dissatisfied with 
their existing status. 


Trade unions are by no means uniformly 
infested. The infiltration is spotty, vary- 
ing widely from union to union and from 
one locality to another. 


The vicious aspect is not that Commu- 
nists want a drastic change in our political 
or economic organization, In a free coun- 
try, Communists, too, are entitled to their 
opinions. The vicious aspect is injected 
with the fanatical doctrine that the end 
justifies the means; that deceit, disloyalty, 
trickery, sham—anything goes if it pro- 
motes Communism. 


The Democratic Answer 


Suppression is no answer to these tactics, 
Suppression may involve serious infringe- 
ments on the civil rights of innocent peo- 
ple. Suppression would only force Com- 
munism further under ground and renew 
the zeal of fellow travelers. 


The democratic way is to arouse the 
membership of all organizations to assert 
the prerogatives of majority rule against 
Communism. It is a problem that all groups 
in our society must face, 


Liberals must divorce themselves from 


‘fellow-traveler elements or they will be 


discredited and immobilized. 


Industry and government have it within 
their power to minimize the superficial ap- 
peal of Communism by improving the status 
of the underprivileged in this country and 
by showing the people the relative merits 
of our system of free enterprise, as against 
any other. 


Above all, the spotlight of publicity must 
continue to shine on the activities of those 
who are disloyal to the fundamental liber- 
ties and freedoms of the individual citizen 
which our government was formed to fos- 
ter and protect,

The Nazi Best-Sellers 


EUROPEAN WITNESS, 6y Stephen Spender. (Reyna! & 

Hitchcock, New York.) 

Stephen Spender, the British poet- 
journalist, visited Germany in the summer 
of 1945 to open in the Ruhr and Rhineland 
libraries which had been completely closed 
with the occupation. The withdrawal of 
Nazi literature from’ circulation and the 
open shelves did little to solve the real 
problem. Typical co-operation was that of 
an Aachen librarian who readily agreed to 
exchange the Nazi books for the books by 
Jewish and Socialist writers which had 
been kept throughout the Nazi regime in 
a special cellar under lock and key, 

Only when the German intellectuals be- 
gan to inquire into the books published in 
England during the last five years was it 
possible to realize how they had been cut 
off from the outside world. 

Spender found Nazi literature dull and, 
for the most part, unreadable. A notable 
exception is Goebbels’s Journals. Goebbels 
was a magnetic writer and his diary con- 
veys the excitement of the Nazi movement. 
Goebbels published in 1929 a novel called 
‘Michael,’ which ran into the ninth edition 
but was never discussed outside Germany. 
The novel portrays the love affairs and 
friendships of a young Heidelberg student 
fresh with the memories of 1918, Love for 
his mother excuses him from having to 
live with anyone: else. He leaves his gir! 
because he has to follow his demon 
“genius.” 


. . * 


The novel follows a similar pattern of 
a work published 15 years earlier by D. H. 
Lawrence in Engiand. This novel which 
Spender says might well have been a book 
by a criminal written for a criminal shows 
Goebbels's fascination for the nihilism of 
Dostoevsky and a close kinship to the 
Satanism of Baudelaire in nineteenth cen- 
tury France. The Aachen library records 
showed that the novel had been read con- 
tinuously throughout the war. 

Another book Spender discovered was Er- 
nest Junger’s novel “Feuer und Blut,” good 
from the standpoint of a novel but diabol- 
ical in Junger’s thesis that modern war is 
the supreme occasion in which man discov- 
ers the mystery of his existence. Many of 
the boys’ adventure stories were of the 
Sherlock Holmes type, illustrated by an 
artist named Mjoelnir whose typical illus- 
tration was that of a pure Nordic slaying 
the Jew. 

German propaganda was a deliberate de- 
ception and Spender feels that anyone who 
took it must have been as conscious of 
drugging himself as anyone who takes 
opium. 

The volume concludes with a brilliant 
thesis on good and evil. The Nazis were 
wicked in a sense in which the laissez- 
faire age never was. They destroyed the 
modern idea that man does not have to 
choose between good and evil. Society 
must now come to the realization that it 
has “to choose not just to be free but to

HE tides of history beat so fiercely on this city that the land- 
marks of the past have little chance of survival. 


The Capitol 
out of an older Washington. But 


everywhere else the white cliffs of government overwhelm the quiet 


town of yesterday. 


Now another fixed point of ref- 
erence is to vanish, For‘'72 years 
the Secretary of State has occu- 
pied the great wedding cake of a 
building across narrow West Exec- 
utive avenue from the White 
House. 


It was buflt in the days when 
we imported our architecture from 
Paris, as women who could afford 
it imported their dresses. Those 
were the days when government 
was a Ceremony rather than a 
function. The building has the 
look of an imposing Victorian 
dowager. 


In the Old Days. 


In the beginning, it was known 
as the State, War and Navy 
Building because it comfortably 
contained all three departments. 
Air-conditioning was unknown in 
that quaint era. But the walls 
were massive and, even in the 
dead of summer, air circulated 
through the high-ceilinged rooms. 
What is more, all top officials left 
the city in the summer for a More 
comfortable climate. 


State, War and Navy flanked the 
White House on one side, and 
Treasury on the other. This was 
the triumvirate of Government. 
Across Pennsylvania avenue was 
the shady quiet of Jackson Square, 
and everyone who mattered, or 
nearly everyone, lived around the 
square in big. comfortable houses. 

Directly across from the White 
House, in adjoining houses, lived 
Henry Adams and his good friend 
John Hay, who was Secretary o 
State under McKinley and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Hay, who had 
been private secretary to Abraham 
Lincoln, was one of America’s 
distinguished literary and political 
figures. 


What Marshall Stands For. 


Traditionally, men of distinc- 
tion have held the No. 1 Cabinet 
post. James G. Blaine, Elihu Root, 
William J. Bryan, Robert Lansing, 
Charlies Evans Hughes, Henry L. 
Stimson, Cordel] Hull — all these 
men have occupied the big cere- 
monial .office that is now to be 
vacated. 

The offices of the newest Sec- 
retary of State, Gen. George C. 
Marshall, will be moved while he 
is attending the Moscow Confer- 
ence. Today the business of the 
State Department is no longer a 


portant functions of Government. 

State has approximately 6200 
Civil Service employees in Wash- 
ington. The operations of the for- 
eign service, with em- 
ployees, extend all over the globe. 
They cover phases of activity 
growing out of the new technol- 
ORY. 

It is fitting that Secretary Mar- 
shall should be in command in 
this period of change. He stands 
for the values of the past, above 
all for the kind of integritye and 
patriotism that we associate with 
the men who founded this coun- 
try. At the same time he is keenly 
aware of the need to bring the 
whole operation of the State De- 
partment up to date. 


Marshall has already made a 
number of moves to align the 
functioning machinery of the de- 
partment. He has the kind of 
clear-sighted vision that enables 
him to cut through inhibitions 
and conventions that impeded the 
work of the department in the 
past. 


A Practical Move. 


There were reasons of senti- 
ment and convenience for clinging 
to the old building. But practical 
considerations dictated the move. 
Most of the officers of the depart- 
ment will move to a _ building 
erected just before World War II 
and intended then to house the 
War Department. That was before 
anyone had dreamed up the 
Pentagon Building with its vast 
air-conditioned acres of space. 

The new home of the State 
Department is modern and ef- 
ficient. It will be a start toward 
getting the organization under 
one roof. Today it is distributed 
through 25 buildings in Washing- 
ton. 


A profound evolution is occur- 
ring in what might be called the 
“Department of Peace.” James F. 
Byrnes helped it along. Marshal] 
is continuing it. State, the tradi- 
tional old lady of the past, is 
being moderninzed for the twen- 
tieth century. 

Perhaps that could never have 
happened in the stately halls on 
Pennsylvania avenue which are 
now to be taken over by the 
White House and the Bureau of 
the. Budget. But if there are

Cyrankiewicz, with whom I 
talked on the day I left Poland, 
is not satisfied with the state of 
affairs. There is still too much of 
the old Social Democrat in him, 
and too much of Western political 
tradition. He would like to see 
Poland restored to the reign of 
law. He will not contradict you 
if you say f'-tly that there is no 
law worth the niuie in Poland to- 
day. He won't say it himself but 
he won't deny it if you say it. 

Nor will he say no if you ad- 

ance the proposition that three 
things are necessary for the real 
consolidation and pacification of 
Poland. These are: The elimina- 
tion of personalities who are uni- 
versally t-lieved to be Moscow 
Quislings; the evolution of the se- 
curity police ir o an arm of the 
law and not of the party bloc; and 
the creation of popular conviction 
that the radical reforms already 
initiated are the rea] program and 
not the beginning of something 
more radical and violent, and that 
within the areas of public and 
private activity the Government 
will play fair.

The Germans have been driven 
from these Jands, into which 4,- 
500,000 Poles have been dumped. 


Shameless Conquest. 


These people are totally depend- 
ent on the Government for every- 
thing—therefore, entirely manipu- 
latable and, incidentally, accorded 
three times as much “representa- 
tion” per population as Poland 
proper.

DUKE OF MANCHESTER DIES;

LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP)—Wil- 
liam Angus Drogo Montagu, ninth 
Duke of Manchester, died yester- 
day at Seaford, England. He was 
69 years old. The duke succeeded 
to his 228-year-old title in 1892. He 
figured in international sporting 
and social events for many years. 

Although the owner of 4000 acres 
of land and of castles which con-

Governor Domingo A. Mer- 
cante of Buenos Aires province, 
in his early fifties. An obscure 
colonel, he came into prom- 
inence in 1944 as Peron’s right 
hand man in labor affairs. Bue- 
nos Aires province carries the 
same relative weight in Argen- 
tine politics as a combination of 
New York, Pennsy'yunia, IIi- 
nois and New England in the 
United States. 
On Peron’s administration are 

tarined the eyes of the armed 
forces, whose leaders overthrew 
the constitutional government of 
President Ramon S. Castillo in 
1943 and made the 1946 election 
possible. Argentines as a whole 
do not approve of military coups 
and Peron must redeem his com- 
rades at arms. 

It was his stratagem, the crea- 
tion of the Office of Labor and 
Social Welfare which, in his 
words, “saved the Army and Navy 
from disaster after the overthrow 
of Castillo.” 

As the nation’s first Secretary 
of Labor and Social Welfare, he 
soon became Argentina's outstand- 
ing political figure. He threw in 
his lot with the hired man and 
ran for president. 

In the election of Feb. 24, 1946, 
his followers won 114 of the 156 
seats in the Chamber of Deputies 
and 28 of the 30 seats in the 
Senate. Peron polled 1,499,282 
votes as against 1,210,819 won by 
his opponent, a margin of 10 per 
cent. He interpreted this as a 
revoluntionary mandate. 

Fight On ‘Oligarchs.’ 

He displaced all wealthy and 
aristocratic men from the seats 
of power, using for them the name 
of “oligarchs” applied by the an- 
cients to the few who exploited 
the many. 

A conversation with nim- in 
1945 illustrates his approach, He 
explained how he planned to lay 
low the citadels of Argentine bus- 
iness and production, 

“In this country,” he said, “The 
government is above the people 
and the gentlemen of the Indus- 
trial Union, the Rural Society and 
the Stock and Commodity Ex- 
change are above the govern- 
ment.” 

He drew a series of circles. 

“My predecessors have always 
thought if they change this circle 
I have marked ‘government,' they 
will have kept power in their own 
hands. I know better. I am going 
to change these other circles as 
well, the ‘Rural Society,’ the ‘In- 
dustrial Union’ and the ‘Stock and 
Commodity Exchange.’” 

Today the boards df all three 
organizations representatives of 
Argentina’s business activities 
have been changed.

OOD with its natural flavor 
F in tact is food with distinction 

—the kind that everybody en- 
joys. Food with its flavor squan- 
dered is only something to fill up 
on. We all need to know how to 
preserve the fine inherent features 
of food to develop an appreciation 
of their gastronomic possibilities 
because it is so easy to rob food 
of its flavor along the line of 
preparation, To illustrate: chickens 
for instance are grown scientifi- 
cally all over this country and 
come to the dealer or consumer 
in the finest possible condition 
and with all their fine delicate 
flavor present, But those who kill, 
dress, and clean often unwittingly 
waste ail or most of this fine 
flavor. 

Letting chicken stand and stand 
in hot water to make ready for 
wet-picking, then letting it soak 
in water again to whiten the 
skin and make the bird plump and 
handsome instead of washing it as 
quickly as possible after a brisk 
baking soda rub is just where the 
damage is done. Too many 
chickens come to the table iden- 
tifiable in appearance only. If one 
ate them blindfolded they couldn’t 
name them. For a dish such as 
we suggest today, a fairly fat 
mature chicken is best for flavor 
~~a hen, or a rooster between 
8 and 12 months old. All the 
fat should be left on because it 
contains flavor and adds richness. 
The chicken should be simmered 
in a minimum of water to obtain 
the most flavorful broth and all 
the broth should go into the cas- 
serole for the most satisfying fre- 
sults. 

Chicken and Corn Pudding. 

Four and one-half to five-pound 
stewing chicken, three cups cold 
water, five teaspoons salt, four 
eggs, one-fourth cup flour; two 
No. 2 cans cream style of corn, 
dash cayenne, dash black pepper, 
( >» teaspoons grated onion, salted 
crackers, one-fourth cup chopped 
parsley. 

Clean chicken and cut it into 
serving pieces. Arrange compact- 
ly in a stewing kettle. Add water 
and four teaspoons of the salt. 
Cover and simmer until tender — 
two to two and one-half hours. 
Lift chicken from broth and cool 
slightly. Remove chicken from 
bones and cut into one inch cubes. 
Measure broth; there should be 
about three cups. Skim off one 
tablespoon fat and reserve. Make 
a thin, smooth paste of the flour 
and one-half cup of the broth, Stir 
into rest of broth and cook, stir- 
ring constantly until thickened. 
Beat eggs, pour gravy over them, 
mixing thoroughly. Then stir in 
all the ingredients except crack- 
ers. Pour into a greased eight- 
cup casserole. Arrange crackers 
over top, brush with reserved 
chicken fat and bake in a 375 
degrees Fahrenheit oven for about 
30 minutes until mixture bubbles 
and crackers are a golden brown. 
Eight servings.

BREAKFAST: Baked apples, 
poached eggs on toast. 
LUNCHEON: Black bean soup, 
crisp crackers, mixed raw vege- 
tables in lettuce rolls, fig bars.

Date Bread Pudding. 
Toast three to four slices bread 
and cut into cubes (should make 
three cups).

Beat three eggs 
slightly and add one-third cup 
brown sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon mace, one- 
fourth teaspoon cinnamon and two 
and one-half cups heated milk.

Flaws in Exterior Paint. 


T’S getting near house-painting 
| time and whethér or not the old 

homestead is going to need an- 
other paint job this year will de- 
pend somewhat on how well the 
last job was done. A good paint 
job with good quality paint will 
last several years, but rush the 
job and use poor quality materials 
and you'll end up with some of 
these interesting conditions. 

When you have tiny splits in the 
surface of the paint it means the 
second coat was put on before the 
first was dry. This is called check- 
ing and because the cracks do not 
run through to the wood, a new 
coat of paint can be applied after 
a little sanding. Alligatoring is 
about the same as checking, only 
here the cracks are larger and the 
old paint will Have to be removed 
before you can expect a good job. 
The cause of this was the same as 
for checking. Use poor quality 
paint or the wrong mixture and 
you get scaling. The paint was 
not elastic enough to keep up with 
the expansion and contraction of 
the wood. Water got underneath 
and the paint will have to comg 
off. Hurry a paint job by painting 
over a surface that is not com- 
pletely dry and you get blisters 
which eventually will peel off. The 
paint has got to come off these 
sections too.

Sate Way to 
Play a Hand

HE play I am about to de- 
T serine consists of playing a 
loser from one hand and throw- 
ing on it a loser from the other— 
to the enemy’s disadvantage. It is 
usuall considered an advanced play. 
So it is part of the time. Some of 
the more spectacular examples 
are as difficult as anything there 
is in bridge. But most of the time 
the play can be ridiculously sim- 
ple. In fact, there are several 
loser-on-loser, plays that you are 
in the habit of making yourself, 
without it oecurring to you to call 
them by such an impressive name. 
Every time you fail to ruff an 
enemy card for fear of an over- 
ruff, and throw away a loser in- 
stead, you are making a loser-on- 
loser play. Just as you are when 
you have led the twelfth card of 
a suit towards dummy and, find- 
ing it covered to your left, do not 
ruff for fear of,an over-ruff but 
discard one of dummy’s 
and eventually ruff that suit in- 
stead.

NOW YOU HAVE only to grasp 
this principle you are using al- 
ready to find immediately that 
you can extend it a great deal 
further.

The contract is six diamonds by 
South, West leads the club two. 
Now the obvioug play for the con- 
tract is to give up a spade tri®k 
and ruff the third spade. But this 
line of play is not 100 per cent 
safe. You can only afford to take 
one round of trumps before giv- 
ing up the spade trick. If you 
take two rounds of trumps and 
they are divided 3-1, when you 
give up the spade trick, the re- 
maining enemy. trump will be 
played, killing the chance to ruff 
the third spade. And if you only 
take one round of trumps—well, 
the club may be a singleton.

HOWEVER, there is an abso- 
lutely safe way of playing the 
hand, regardless of any distribu- 
tion, even four trumps in one 
hand. A -loser-en-loser play. 

Win the first-trick with the 
ace of clubs. 

Draw trumps. Enter dummy 
with the ten of clubs. Play the 
king of hearts und throw a spade 
on it, The queen of hearts will 
now take care of your remaining 
spade. 

Elementary. It has only to oc- 
cur to you to do it. And there 
are masses of hands offering this 
type of play. Here is another, 
containing an equally elementary 
loser-on-loser end play. See if you 
can figure it out yourself—a little 
homework for you—and I will 
give you the solution in my next 
article, 

North has the king, jack, six, 
five and four of spades; the queen 
and four of hearts; the five, four 
and three of diamonds; and the 
king, queen and six of clubs. 
South has the ace, queen, ten, 
nine, eight, three and two of 
spades; no hearts; the ace, queen 
and eight of diamonds and the 
ace, jack and ten of clubs. 


Endive a la Nicoise 


Now that you can once again 
find the plump blanched “heads” 
of imported endive in the market, 
it is well to make use of them 
in a distinctive, way. They are 
excellent when served, just the 
crisp chilled leaves, with cream 
cheese, bar-le-duc and toasted 
crackers, but when prepared a la 
“Nicoise” they achieve a profes- 
sional touch. 

Wash and dry the leaves of the 
endives carefully and arrange 
them, sunburst fashion, on salad 
plates. Cover them with this 
dressing: 

Mash the yolks of two hard- 
cooked eggs. Add one teaspoon 
each of dry mustard and salt and 
one half teaspoon paprika. Mix 
all well together. Add two table- 
spoons white vinegar, then work 
in gradually six tablespoons of 
good olive oll and two tablespoons 
chili sauce. Last, toss in four un- 
peeled crisped radishes, sliced 
paper thin; a bit of chopped 
chives and parsley, and a table- 
apoon of finely minced green pep- 
per. 

Chill all well before’ serving 
with toasted crackers or cheese 
sticks.

Fight on Childhood's No. 1 Health Enemy 


Rheumatic Fever, Now Being oti Combatted, Kills More Children Than Any Other Disease 


No running or yelling "Come on out and play" for this 14-year-old boy at Children's Hospital. But

HE fight is on against the 
T number one health enemy of 

American childhood, the dread 
disease of rheumatic fever, With 
the establishment of an annual 
National Heart Week, doctors 
hope to focus public attention on 
this illness which kills more chil- 
dren of school age than any 
other, five times as many as 
whooping cough, measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, meningitis, and 
infantile paralysis put together. 
In spite of its high mortality rate 
and its crippling after-effects, in 
the form of rheumatic heart con- 
ditions, it has received far less 
notice than the dramatically pub- 
licized infantile paralysis. Now 
people are beginning to realize 
that a crippled heart is as bad as 
a crippled body. 

“Rheumatic fever may be less 
spectacular than polio,” says Dr. 
Hugh McCulloch, chief pediatri- 
cian for the Missouri Crippled 
Children’s Service, and a member 
of the executive board of the 
American Council on Rheumatic 
Fever, “but there is no question 
as to the great need for attention 
to this disease. It’s been estimated 
that 2 per cent of the children in 
every community have rheumatic 
fever or heart disease resulting 
from it. 3 

“We're hoping to get people to 
thinking about it through Nation- 
al Heart Week, a week that will 
occur each year around St. Valen- 
tine’s day. The reason we've never 
had a Heart Week before is be- 
cause we didn’t have the money 
to finance it; but now it’s been 
made possible through a $50,000 
grant from the American Legion.” 

The Legion's interest came 
about because of wartime epi- 
demics. For although the disease 
is primarily one of childhood, as- 
sociated with the growth process, 
anyone under the age of 30 may 
contract it, and during the war 
the Army reported 18,000 cases, 
the Navy, 15,000. 

“Most cases of rheumatic fever 
occurred at Air Corps and Navy 
centers among young soldiers,” 
Dr. McCulloch explained, “and re- 
sulted from overcrowded condi- 
tions. It was something that had 


not been foreseen from experi- 
ences in the last war or civilian 
experience but it developed into 
one of the major disease dangers 
of the war. There was a bad epi- 
demic at Sun Valley, Idaho, and 
another at Denver. During the 
Denver epidemic, Col. Paul Hol- 
brook arranged for special air 
evacuations to warmer climates 
and in doing so saved the lives 
of many men who would have 
died had they remained in Den- 
ver.” 

Climate has a great deal to do 
with rheumatic féaver, few cases 
occurring in Warmer climates, 
and the majority of cases are re- 
ported from the St. Louis-Cincin- 
nati latitude level on north. But 
even more important than that is 
the economic level, Most cases of 
rheumatic fever occur among poor 
families where nutrition is faulty, 
housing and sanitation conditions 
bad.

The rheumatic fever program in 
Missouri, one of the 24 states which 
have such a program, is part 
of the Crippled Children’s Serv- 
ice and includes nursing service 
and hospital care for children 
whose families are unable to pay. 
Because of limited funds, regu- 
lar screening examinations are 
carried on in only three counties, 
St. Louis county, Washington, and 
Jefferson counties. It operates 
from the St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital, 500 South Kingshighway, 
where there are regularly about 
250 cases under observation, most 
of them children whose home con- 
ditions range from low economic 
levels to abject poverty. 


“For example there is the case 
of a boy from Washington county 
who’s now convalescing,” Dr, Mc- 
Culloch related. “There ate nine 
in the family and they all live 
in a one-room house. None of 
them can read or write. The 
house is up the creek in the hills, 
so remote that the county health 
nurse didn’t know the family even 
lived in the community. Fur- 
nishings consist of a table, a 
chair, and one bed, and the house 
isn’t protected from the cold as 
all the wall boards don’t reach 
to the roof.. The child finally be- 
came so ill he managed to crawl

out of his hole and get to a doc- 
tor, who brought him here imme- 
diately. He needed a great many 
transfusions and had to be in an 
oxygen tent for some time but 
we've managed to save him.” 

Another child came from a 
home where a family of eight 
shared the house with a litter 
of pigs, and conditions were so 
bad that a foster home was found 
for him here, He was 10 years 
old and had never seen a book 
but in his year here he has pro- 
gressed to the fourth grade of 
school, 

“That child is now almost well,” 
Dr. McCulloch said. “Three doc- 
tors examined him recently, kKnow- 
ing nothing of his history and 
they couldn’t find a thing wrong 
with his heart. But if we sent 
him back to the same home con- 
ditions we'd risk losing our in- 
vestment in him which amounts 
to about $4000.

As in the case of Frances, the 
tragic thing about rheumatic 
fever is its recurrence. Unlike 
infantile paralysis which apparent- 
ly gives immunity to its victims 
from further attack, rheumatic 
fever makes a child more sus- 
ceptible, and 50 per cent of them 
have a chance of its recurring 
every spring for five years. An 
attack can even recur 25 years 
later, and three out of five cases 
leave dangerous scars likely to 
cause defects in the heart valves, 
enlargement of the heart, or ad- 
eae in the sac that surrounds 
t. 

The cause of rheumatic fever is 
definitely related to streptococcal 
infections and the disease usually 
occurs after an attack of tonsilitis 
or strep throat. Symptoms are a 
slight fever, loss of appetite, fail- 
ure to gain weight, pains in joints, 
often vague and fleeting, uncon- 
trollable twitching similar to St. 
Vitus’s dance, patches of lumps, 
the size of a pea, under the skin. 
Adequate diagnosis is difficult, 
however, particularly in borderline 
cases. 

“For every child with paina in 
his legs, perhaps only one out of 
10 has rheumatic fever,” Dr. Mc- 
Culloch said. “We don’t like to 
talk too much about symptoms be- 
cause a lot of mothers’ get 
frightened, and we don’t want to 
deal with rheumatic fever on a 
basis of fear, .

National Heart Week, which 
opened yesterday, was not set up 
to solicit funds at present but to 
get people and doctors to thinking 
about the prevention and control 
of rheumatic fever. The Life In- 
surance Institute has set aside 
$800,000 to be spent during the 
next three years in study and re- 
search, and it is hoped that more 
community programs will be set 
up to deal directly with cases. 

“The best control of rneumatic 
fever,” says Dr. McCulloch, would 
be adequate health service in the 
schools where doctors could ex- 
amine children regularly and 
watch for signs of rheumatic 
fever. But at present public health 
facilities are most inadequate. 
That was brought out strikingly 
a short time ago when Dr. Haven 
Emerson, former president of the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion, spoke here. He stayed at a 
downtown hotel and while he was 
making a telephone call noticed a 
menu under the glass top of the 
desk. Glancing down the list of 
drinks he saw that a martini sold 
for 46 cents. Well, that happens 
to be what the state of Missouri 
spends per capita annually on 
public health—46 cents, the price 
of one martini.”
